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A  Century  of  Service 

Rush  Medical  College  received  its  charter  in  1837,  several  days  before  the 
incorporation  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  Many  of  its  graduates  have  attained  great 
distinction  and  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  medical  history  of  the  past 
century. 

The  Central  Free  Dispensary  was  organized  in  1872  to  give  medical  care  to 
the  poor  of  Chicago.  It  was  a  consolidation  of  the  first  free  medical  dispensary 
in  Chicago,  started  by  Dr.  Daniel  Brainard  in  1839,  and  the  Herrick  Free  Dis- 
pensary, organized  in  1871  to  relieve  the  destitution  caused  by  the  Chicago  fire. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1883  at  the  instigation  of  the 
faculty  of  Rush  Medical  College  to  provide  hospital  facilities  for  the  community 
and  clinical  material  for  the  college. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  was  organized  in  1903.  It  has  been 
an  important  factor  in  the  development  of  a  high  standard  of  nursing  education. 
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1942 

The  year  1942  was  the  first  full  year  that  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  respon- 
sible for  the  operation  of  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  and  the 
Rush  Medical  College.  The  coordination  of  activities  in  these  institutions  with 
the  work  in  the  hospital  and  the  changing  conditions  due  to  the  war  have  presented 
many  difficult  problems  for  our  personnel.  They  have,  however,  been  equal  to 
every  situation,  and  the  care  of  patients,  which  is  our  first  consideration,  has  been 
kept  at  a  very  high  standard.

Receipts  exceeded  expenditures  by  $5,413.66,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  no  reserve  for  depreciation  of  buildings  was  included  in  expenses  and  that 
the  hospital  is  therefore  dependent  upon  special  contributions  for  major  repairs 
and  improvements. 

The  principal  of  the  Endowment  Fund  amounted  to  $4,251,381.45  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  The  following  additions  to  the  fund  were  received  during  the  year: 
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$50,000  from  the  Estate  of  Mr.  James  Simpson,  the  income  to  be  used  for 

the  support  of  a  io-bed  ward. 
$10,000  from  the  Estate  of  Mrs.  Mary  Wells,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the 

support  of  a  Richard  Arthur  Wells  bed. 
$  1,923.50  from  the  Estate  of  G.  W.  Patterson, 
$10,000  from  the  Estate  of  Robert  Edwin  Ross. 
$  3,946.73  from  the  Woman's  Board. 
In  addition  to  bequests  and  gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund  and  the  contributions 
to  operating  expenses,  contributions  amounting  to  $35,407.14  were  received  for 
study  and  research  by  members  of  the  staff  and  for  other  special  purposes.  An 
additional  $13,444.35  was  received  as  income  on  endowments  for  specific  purposes. 
The  Woman's  Board,  in  addition  to  contributing  $10,804.58  to  operating  ex- 
penses, financed  many  other  necessary  activities,  and  their  total  contributions 
to  work  amounted  to  $19,129.81   for  the  year. 

Last  May,  Dr.  Carl  Apfelbach,  pathologist  since  1924,  was  appointed  to  the 
newly  created  post  of  Medical  Director. 

On  September  1,  Mr.  Herman  Hensel,  Assistant  Superintendent  for  more  than 
20  of  his  30  years'  association  with  the  Hospital,  succeeded  Mr.  J.  Dewey  Lutes 
as  Superintendent. 

The  hospital  had  an  average  occupancy  of  81.16%  during  the  year,  13,486 
patients  were  admitted,  and  130,048  patient  days  of  care  were  given.  There  were 
1269  births  in  the  Maternity  Department.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  there 
were  many  days  when  every  available  bed  was  occupied  and  the  capacity  of  our 
greatly  reduced  medical  staff  and  personnel  was  taxed  to  the  utmost. 

The  Board  of  Managers  at  their  October  meeting  authorized  the  expenditure 
of  $350,000  for  alterations  in  the  Maternity,  X-Ray,  Operating  Room  and  Dietary 
Departments.  The  War  Production  Board  approved  the  project,  and  work  is 
progressing  as  rapidly  as  possible  under  existing  conditions.  Authority  was  also 
granted  for  the  installation  of  a  new  front  elevator.  The  elevator  has  been  deliv- 
ered, and  installation  is  well  under  way.  It  is  believed  that  these  improvements 
will  greatly  improve  the  service  to  patients  and  effect  considerable  operating 
economies. 

The  central  free  dispensary  which  is  now  operated  as  the  Out-patient  depart- 
ment of  the  hospital,  cared  for  6,384  new  patients 
during  the  year,  and  there  were  118,862  patient  visits.  There  was  an  average  of 
400  patient  visits  a  day,  and  77.6%  of  the  visits  were  free. 

The  work  in  the  Dispensary  has  been  reorganized  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
needy  patients  more  comprehensive  diagnoses  and  treatment  than  is  usual  in  this 
type  of  institution.  The  first  floor  has  been  remodeled  to  provide  for  the  admitting 
department,  examining  rooms,  emergency  operating  room,  and  laboratory.  New 
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patients  on  their  first  visit  are  given  a  complete  examination  and  preliminary 
diagnosis  together  with  routine  laboratory  tests,  a  procedure  which  formerly 
required  several  visits.  They  are  then  referred  to  the  proper  one  of  the  special 
clinics,  which  are  under  the  senior  members  of  the  hospital  staff.  The  clinic 
follows  the  case  in  the  hospital  when  hospitalization  is  necessary.  It  is  believed 
that  thoroughness  of  this  procedure  will  provide  better  and  more  economical  medi- 
cal care  and  at  the  same  time  exceptional  teaching  facilities  for  students. 

The  staff  of  the  hospital  contribute  their  services  to  the  Dispensary,  and  it 
receives  generous  support  from  the  Community  Fund  and  the  Chicago  Welfare 
Administration. 

The  rush  medical  college  is  providing  facilities  for  research  for  the  members 

of  the  staff  of  the  hospital  and  for  undergraduate 
instruction  of  students  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  with  which  it  is  now  affiliated. 
The  agreement  between  the  University  of  Chicago  and  the  Rush  Medical  College 
was  terminated  in  July  1941,  but  the  last  class  of  students  did  not  graduate  until 
June  of  1942.  Since  that  date  the  expenses  of  the  College  have  been  met  by  the 
hospital,  as  the  University  of  Illinois  had  no  funds  that  could  be  used  for  that 
purpose.  The  University  budget  now  before  the  legislature  includes  funds  for 
the  work  in  Rush  Medical  College  and  if  acted  upon  favorably  the  hospital 
should  be  relieved  of  some  of  the  financial  burden  and  the  work  in  the  College 
expanded. 

The  school  of  nursing  has  an  enrollment  of  197  student  nurses,  34  more  than 

at  this  time  last  year.  The  larger  enrollment  has  over- 
taxed the  housing  facilities  of  the  school  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  rehabilitate 
the  houses  owned  by  the  hospital  east  of  the  Sprague  Home  to  provide  additional 
accommodations. 

The  affiliation  with  the  Cook  County  Psychiatric  Hospital  was  terminated 
on  September  1  and  students  now  receive  three  months  training  in  the  Illinois 
Neuro-Psychiatric  Institute. 

A  new  and  improved  ward  teaching  program  has  been  adopted  and  another 
assistant  nursing  arts  instructor  and  an  additional  clinical  supervisor  have  been 
added  to  the  staff.  The  teaching  hours  have  been  coordinated  with  the  heavy 
work  periods  in  the  hospital,  which  has  greatly  increased  the  value  of  the  student 
nurses  to  the  hospital. 

Following  a  survey  last  fall,  the  school  was  placed  on  the  accredited  list  of 
schools  approved  by  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education. 

Contributions  to  the  war  effort  have  been  numerous  and  varied.  The  organi- 
zation of  the  Thirteenth  General  Hospital  at 
the  request  of  the  Surgeon  General  is  Presbyterian  Hospital's  most  important 
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contribution.  In  the  First  World  War  its  predecessor,  Base  Hospital  Unit  No.  13, 
served  with  great  distinction  at  Limoges,  France,  from  May,  19 18,  until  after  the 
Armistice.  Lieutenant  Colonels  Edwin  M.  Miller  and  Homer  K.  Nicoll,  and  Major 
William  T.  Willis  were  members  of  the  original  unit,  and  the  sons  of  several  other 
members  are  in  the  present  unit. 

The  personnel  of  General  Hospital  13,  to  staff  a  1000  bed  hospital,  is  comprised 
of  43  doctors,  100  nurses,  and  700  enlisted  men.  The  medical,  surgical,  laboratory, 
and  x-ray  services  were  recruited  almost  entirely  from  the  staff  of  the  Hospital 
and  from  former  interns  and  associates.  About  two-thirds  of  the  nurses  are  gradu- 
ates of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  and  many  of  the  enlisted 
personnel  were  former  employees. 

A  Casualty  Station  has  been  organized  and  equipped  by  the  hospital  to  meet 
any  local  emergency  which  may  arise.  Plans  have  been  made  for  using  certain 
sections  of  the  hospital  for  receiving,  examining,  and  operating  rooms,  and  ten 
teams  have  been  organized  and  trained  to  man  the  station.  Four  field  teams  have 
also  been  formed  for  work  away  from  the  hospital. 

A  blood  plasma  bank  has  been  equipped  and  has  been  in  operation  since  last  July. 

The  facilities  of  the  hospital  were  used  for  the  examination  of  1,544  candidates 
for  the  Women's  Army  Auxiliary  Corps,  and  17,348  x-rays  were  taken  for  the 
Army. 

A  major  contribution  to  the  war  effort  is  the  training  of  nurses  and  doctors. 
Refresher  courses  were  also  given  for  former  nurses  and,  in  cooperation  with 
the  American  Red  Cross,  a  Nurse's  Aide  course  and  library  training  courses  for 
Gray  Ladies  were  conducted. 

Volunteers  have  rendered  a  most  valuable  service  during  the  year.  Due  to  the 
shortage  in  personnel  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  adequately  care  for  the 
patients  without  the  assistance  of  Red  Cross  trained  Nurse's  Aides,  Canteen 
Workers,  and  Gray  Lady  Hospital  and  Recreation  Corps,  together  with  members 
of  the  Woman's  Board  and  other  friends  of  the  hospital.  The  patients  and  the 
staff  are  most  appreciative  of  their  work. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  paused  to  regard  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  Dr.  John  A. 
Robison,  member  of  the  staff  from  1883  until  his  death;  Dr.  Carey  Culbertson, 
assistant  attending  obstetrician  and  gynecologist;  Dr.  George  W.  Duvall,  for 
16  years  superintendent  of  Central  Free  Dispensary;  Dr.  Cassie  Belle  Rose 
Thatcher,  radiologist  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  for  20  years;  Dr.  James  R.  Greer, 
former  staff  member;  and  seven  members  of  the  Woman's  Board. 

That  the  work  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  can  continue  and  even  be  ex- 
panded, despite  the  exigencies  of  war,  is  largely  due  to  the  tireless  efforts  of  the 
staff,  the  loyalty  of  the  employees,  and  the  generous  support  of  its  many  friends.

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The  Woman's  Board 

Members  of  the  Woman's  Board  exhibited  utmost  enthusiasm  to  help  bring 
Presbyterian  Hospital  successfully  through  the  year,  refusing  to  let  the  exigencies 
of  war  disrupt  its  important  functions. 

Their  answer  to  one  vital  problem— the  shortage  of  personnel— has  been  to  don 
the  smocks  of  volunteer  workers  and  give  expert  service  as  floor  secretaries  and 
dispensary  clerks.  The  first  organized  unit  to  contribute  assistance  was  that  of 
the  American  Red  Cross  Gray  Lady  Hospital  and  Recreation  Corps,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Philip  F.  W.  Peck  of  the  Woman's  Board.  During  the  year 
they  gave  5,901  hours  of  work  in  the  dispensary  and  hospital.  As  additional 
groups  were  trained  by  the  Red  Cross,  Nurse's  Aides  and  Canteen  Workers  also 
came  in  to  help.  The  former  gave  2,829  hours,  the  latter  2,105.  Other  Board 
members  and  friends  gave  1,687  hours— a  total  of  12,522  hours  of  service  by 
volunteers.  As  an  acknowledgment  of  the  hospital's  gratitude  for  this  great  help 
through  the  American  Red  Cross,  the  hospital  librarian  gave  four  courses  in 
library  training  for  the  Gray  Ladies. 

With  demands  on  every  side  for  worthy  enterprises,  the  Board  was  quick  to 
appreciate  the  importance  of  the  hospital's  war-time  service,  with  the  result  that 
more  than  $22,000  was  raised  to  forward  its  work.  Of  this  amount  $3,690  was 
added  to  endowment  funds,  including  Child's  Free  Bed,  Babies'  Alumni,  and 
Ward  Free  Nurse. 

Proceeds  of  the  annual  benefit  bridge  party  of  the  school  of  nursing  committee, 
amounting  to  $1,759,  were  added  to  an  emergency  fund  for  the  Thirteenth 
General  Hospital.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-six  taggers  represented  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  the  Chicago  Children's  Benefit  League  Tag  Day,  collecting  $2,180. 

Undesignated  moneys  came  through  associate  memberships,  Board  Members 
Fund,  Contributors'  Fund,  Thanksgiving  offerings,  and  individual  gifts.  Of  this 
amount  $8,629  was  contributed  to  the  social  service  department  and  $3,591  to 
the  support  of  the  library,  which  circulated  22,861  books.  The  summary  of  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  appears  on  page  25. 

Other  material  gifts  were  6,500  glasses  of  delicacies  for  ward  patients,  10,463 
articles  of  sewing,  16,000  soap  wrappers,  which  were  turned  in  for  164  pieces 
of  silver,   184  books,  and  numerous  favors  and  presents  for  children. 

Requests  for  formal  talks  before  groups  were  filled  through  the  publicity 
committee,  members  of  which  visited  twenty-one  churches,  where  they  showed 
films  of  hospital  scenes  and  described  activities,  gaining  results  of  increased  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Board. 

There  were  nine  regular  meetings  during  the  year,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  over  100.  Interesting  talks  were  given  by  staff  men,  and  reports  were  made 
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concerning  the  hospital  and  related  fields.  The  devotional  committee  arranged 
appropriate  messages  for  each  meeting. 

Membership  for  1942  was  247,  representing  44  Presbyterian  churches,  clubs, 
Presbyterial  Society,  non-resident  membership,  Junior  League,  and  general  mem- 
bership. Four  new  members  were  welcomed.  The  following  were  lost  through 
death:  Mrs.  William  B.  McKeand,  Mrs.  James  B.  Keogh,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gates 
Ross  Metz,  Mrs.  Agnes  White,  Mrs.  Harry  McNair,  Miss  Harriett  Gilchrist,  and 
Mrs.  Henry  C.  Hackney.
